Mrs. Cowxey’s Comedy of The Belle’s Stratagem was presented 
last night, for the first time for a considerable period. This revival 
may suit the taste of some ; but we must confess we are Amdérg those 
who do not admire the Comedy.. There are only two sceties fu it 
worth any thing—namely—that in. which Letitia Hardy acts the 
gawky, and that where Doricourt acts the madman. The Fst #re 
dull and insipid. There is not an act, except the last, Bit Wat 
closes heavily, and fails to leave on the spectator’s miiid an} keen 
desire for the next rising of the curtain. The Masquerade inéft@ht 
is very common-place ; and, indeed, so are all the other pdtitS ‘of 
the Piece. 

The two chief characters, Zetitia, and Doricourt, were very plea- 
santly performed by Mrs. Caarreruey, and Mr. C, Kenmare, The 
lady distinguished herself at the Haymarket Theatre last season in 
this part, which she selected for her Benefit; and it has since. Been 
considered one of her best performances. ‘There is much versatility 
of talent required for it, and the actress that can represent Letitia 
skilfully, is justly set down as calculated for the most difieult parts in 
Comedy, Mrs. Cuarrer.ey was well received, and applauded through- 
out. We regretted much to observe that this intérésting lady looked 
far from well, although she exerted herself with the greatest ‘Spirtt: 


Mr. C. Kemate is always at home in characters requiring the ‘Gua- 
lities of the gentleman. Doricourt is one who has not much -ta dis- 
tinguish him. He has only to make a little love---to, shew. .a, little 
disappointment---to be a little outré for a few minutes, and toybear a 
little baiting---and then to become a little eestatic at the blissfal«re« 
sult of his Belle’s Stratagem. All this Mr. Kemble well , pourtrayed, 
and received his share cf applause. Mr. Annorr acted Six George 
Touchwood uncommonly well. He shewed the peculiazities jofathe 
over-careful husband in a pointed manner, and several of, his.speeches 
were applauded. "e 


Mr. Fawcerr represents Hardy very humorousty---with his“ sixty 
three !—fiddle-de-dee !’ Mr. Jones’s Fluftcr, was in his usual light 
style. We cannot compliment Mr. Comer on his exhibition of the art 
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of making love. His Courtall was not of the Drawing-Room School, 
When Mr. Baxer next plays Saville, and walks forth into the street, 
would it not be more correct to put his chapeau on his head? And when 
Mr. Barnes next represents Dick, the groom, and is sent a message 
out of doors, should he. not cover his head, also, according to the 
custom of this country ? Miss Foorr wasa charming Lady Frances 
Touchwood---a young, inexperienced, new-made wifc, with very vir- 
tuous sentiments—much affection and reverence for her husband, but 
an overwhelming eagerness to see the world, lead on by the mirthful 
Widow Racket, very excellently acted by Mrs. Gusns ; and aided and 
assisted by the rather tame M!iss Ogle, of Miss Love. 

The Vision of the Sun continues to attract greatly.

THERE was a numerous and very genteel audie>cc here Hast night, 
to see Mr. Kean in his eminent character of £i:iard. This gen- 
tleman’s return to his triumphs in this metropolis, » ‘(er a Bonapartean 
movement and triumph in the Irish.metropolis, was marked with much 
satisfaction by his friends. He exerted himself with all his usual 
talent, and was, to the last dying speech, applauded to the “ very 
echo.” The other characters of the Tragedy were supported by their 
former representatives, with great propriety ; and Mr. Coorre among 
them, holds a distinguished place, by the souorous vigour, and manly 
deportment, which he displays in Richmond. “We beg to observe that 
at the conclusion, on the rushing in of a body of Richard’s troops, 
after the tyrant’s death, the contest which Richmond maintains 
against them is very ridiculous. ‘These troops are staid by a flourish 
of a trumpet, and instantly mingle with the soldiers of Richmond, 
without the slightest indication of submission. ‘The conquered should 
at least make a shew of surrender---and Richmond might then give 
a sigual of pardon and frierdship. 


In The Chinese Sorcerer, which followed, we have to remark 
amongst other attractions, the Dances and Music, which do great 
credit to the composers.

Perhaps, the public are entirely indebted for this 
to the skill of Docrorn Larnam, her Physician; -and, \if so, the 
Public must certainly fecl very grateful to that worthy gentleman.
